PR DOCGAN CLARKE them usaally
takes o man clear ont of the church at
the first step, and so thers is no trial for
heresy. It i8 worth noting that Dr
Clark is much the same sort of man
that Hicks ywas—na man of agsters mor-
als and almost asestio life—aud that the
besetting sin of such men is apt to be
spiritonl pride and excessive confidence
in their own judgment

Dy, Clark is 08 yearsold and a native
of North Carolina, was edocated at tho
Friends' school at Providence and at
Huverford college, near Philadelphin,
the Inrgesi Quaker college in the world

He was graduated in medicine at the
University of Pennsylvania, bat in 15886
gave up the practice to take the chair
of Greek and Latin at Earlbam. He be-
came ome of the most promingént preach-
ers among the Frignds in the United
Statos and in 1870-9 traveled abroad
aud studied the criental lnnguages. He
was for a time editor of The Gospel Ex-
positar and was practically the foander
of the thealogical sghool at Eariham, of
which he has since been the head. Lass
sommer he astonished his friends and
all the Quakers by asking for and re-

eus, O,

When interviewed by the elders, Dr.
Clark said hwe had long believed that
George Fox was in error on that poing
and felt iv his duty to be buptized. The
elders replied that baptism by the Holy
Ghost, aa taneght by George Fox, was
ths only and troe way in which a bless-
ing cunld be bestowed by heaven, and
that Dr. Clark hnd seriously cffanded.
He was given permission to renoanes
his conduoct and to make amends by
frue repentsnce, bunt the prafessor ro-.
fosed. Accordingly he was relieved of
his pnlpit vrork aod the ban placed over
Lim matil bis trial

THE PARKHURST GF CHICAGO.

Career of Rev. W. G, Clarke, Who Is Dis-
tinguished by That Title.

Rov. William G. Clarke, pastor of
the Campbell Park Presbyterian church
l in that city, bas rather suddenly become

famous enovogh to be called ““the Park-
I hurst of Chicago."" He dashed wpon the
gamblers nnd thedir allies withoat worn-
ing, yet with: well matured plans and
goar legnl backing, and, acecrding to
hiz enthusiastic supporters, has the evil-
doers on the run.

Mr. Clarke was born April 13, 1861
—Fort Sumter day—in Adrian, Mich.
His parents sobseguently removed to
New York city and thenca to Chicago,
where he joined the Presbyterian church
at the uge of 14. After a brief term at
the Northwestern university and the
Chicago Theological seminary he went
to Prinoston and was graduatoad at 22,
being the youngest student to finich the
prescribed course in social econumy and
politicnl seicnce, He then traveled a
year, chirfiv in centrnl Europe, and
took the pulpit of the Waunkegan Presby-

terian church, Later he was pastor of
another church, and during a Fear's va-
cation traveled in eastern Enrope, Egypt
and FPalestine, on which he wrote a
book.

In 1888 he becams pastor of the
Campbell Purk Presbyterian charch and
soonr bocsine unoted for bold and elo-
qunent preaching against the popular
gins of the day. In 1890 he determined
to investigate theevils of gambling, for
which it was alleged that Chicago was
the worst place in Amerien, and with
an efficient guide he visited the principal

| dives in the city. Meanwhile the so
ecalled Civic federation was formed to
war against the city's worst evils, and
Mr. Claok was mads chairman of the
subcommirtse on gambling. He laid his
plans like » general, employed four ca-
puble lnwyers, neither of whom knew
the others were employed, calleoted am-
ple avidenoe with the mid of datectives,
and then a geoeral raid was made 1§
was a brilliant soccess, and ‘‘card
charps"’ fled the ity by scores, He
decinres thst this is only o beginuning.
